RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This responds to the Office action dated May 7, 2003 for the above-referenced 
application. 



Applicant elects group I, claims 1-8 and 31. Applicant notes, however, that claims 9-17 
should be included with the group I claims rather than the group II claims. Claims 9-17 (like 
claims 1-8) are composition claims - claims 9-17 are not method claims like the remainder of 
Group II claims. In addition, claim 1 is generic as to claims 9-17. Claim 9 is essentially the 
same as claim 1 with the further recitation of a bioactive agent added to the polymer recited in 
claim 1. Accordingly, although Applicant elects group K Applicant believes that claims 9-17 
should be added to the group I claims. Applicant does not traverse the restriction of claims 18- 
30.
